The  total  namtei'  cf  deaths  was  five  more  that  in  1956,  The 
number  of  deaths  from  canoe v w.-io  one  fewer  than  in  the  previous 
year  and  of  these  the  nambci*  from  cancer  of  lung  and  of  the 
stomach  remained  the  same,  vis;  one  in  each  case.  Diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circula'tory  system  accounted  for  nearly  half  the  total 
(17  out  of  35)  and  v/ere  four  more  than  in  1956,  There  was  one 
death  from  Tuberculosis,  half  the  previous  year’s  number. 


Apart  from  tuberculosis,  there  were  no  cases  of  infectious 
diseases  or  food  poisoning  during  the  year.  New  cases  &f 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified  was  the  sama  as  in  1956  and  there 
was  an  additional  one  case  of  non- pulmonary  disease. 


A "Clean  Ghops"  Week  '^as  held  during  the  year  which  has 
proved  itself  a vsuccessful  -venture.  The  genera],  standard  of  food 
hygiene  was  good  and  in  outstanding  cases  Cert-jf icates  of  Merit 
were  issued.  The  main  criticism  that  was  made  at  the  time  was 
that  there  was  insufficient  a-''.’ a re  ness  of  the  dangers  of  fly 
pollution.  The  general  level  cf  Pood  Hygiene  has  remained  high 
since  and  i 1;  :
